Nelson E. Lurton, U. S. Court Official From

sendorf, Who Was Held at Hongkong.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Among 
the first passengers permitted to 
disembark from the diplomatic ex- 
change liner Gripsolm were two St. 
Louisans, Nelson, E. Lurton and 
Lieut. Col. Richard A. Grussendorf. 

Lurton, returning after 24 years 

in Shanghai as special Judge and 
Commissioner of the United States 
Court for China, discussed his ex- 
periences freely, but Col. Grussen- 
dorf said regulations would not per- 
mit him to so. The United States 
military attache for air at the 
Chungking Embassy, he was cap- 
tured at Hongkong. 
Lurton was met at the pier by 
his wife and son, Nelson E. Lur- 
ton Jr., who returned to St. Louis 
five years ago, soon after the start 
of thé Chinese-Japanese war. 

Mrs. Grussendorf, who returned 
to St. Louis from the Far East in 
May, 1941, was at the pier to meet 
her husband. 

Lurton’s Story. 
Lurton said his treatment by the 
Japanese after they took over the 
International Settlement at Shang- 
hai was, on the whole, “fair and 
considerate.” He attributed this 
to the circumstance that Japanese 
naval forces, rather than gen- 
darmes, were in charge. He said 
the ‘gendarmes were among the 
cruelest in the world. 
Lurton said his most trying mo- 
ments came during February 
when he was questioned. for a 
week by Japanese authorities. 
During the week he was well fed 
and given comfortable lodgings in 
Hotel Cathay, one of the finest 
hotels in the city, he said, but 
the mental strain of the question- 
ing with the implied threats be- 
hind every question caused him to 
lose 10 pounds in seven days. 
For three weeks, following Dec. 
8, when the Japanese occupied the 
International Settlement,  diplo- 
mats and officials of the United 
States, Court in Shanghai were 
limited to Hotel Metropole’s 
grounds. On Jan. 1 Lurton was 
permitted to establish his resi- 
dence in the Clements Apart- 
ments, a large-scale boarding 
house, where he was able to ob- 
tain food and comfortable quar- 
ters, except for his week’s impris- 
onment for questioning, until he 
left June 29 to embark on the 
liner Conte Verde for the first 
stage of the 18,000-mile journey to 
the United States. 
Predicting that there would be 
mygich starvation in sections of 
China where the Japanese are in 
control, Lurton said that before he 


left, long lines were forming 
daily for rice rations. The Yang- 
tse Valley produces much food, 
but the Japanese are grabbing 
most of i for themselves, he said, 
and that part permitted to go to 
the Chinese population is exorbi- 
tantly high in price because of the 
“squeezes” applied to food ship- 
ments by the Japanese. ‘ 

As an example of the food situ- 
ation Lurton cited differences in 
the prices of some commodities. 
Eggs, which formerly cogt 1 cent 
each, were selling for 60 cents 
apiece when he left Shanghai. 
Coal was costing $2500 a ton Chi- 
nese money, equivalent’ to about 
$85 a ton United States currency. 
Meat and cereals were correspond- 
ingly high. , 

The Japanese did not mistreat 
the Chinese ag long as they ob- 
served military rules, Lurton said, 
adding that the Japanese were try- 
ing to win ine Chinese people to 
their ideals. .They have not been 
very successful in this, he said. 

Colonel’s Experience. 

Col. Grussendorf said his duties 
in Chungking required him to 
make many trips in Free China 
and to adjoining countries. He was 
on a mission in Hongkong on Dec. 
8 when the Japanese began bomb- 
ing-the city. He remained in the 
Crown Colony until it surrendered 
to the Japanese, when he was 
granted diplomatic consideration 
and interned in the Stanley Intern- 
ment Camp from Jan. 8 until June 
30. 
With other members of the con- 
sulate staff he was transferred to 
the Asamu Maru, which took him 
to Lourenco Marques to meet the 
Gripsholm. 

He said he would report to Wash-

The Mayor returned from his 
vacation last evening. He has been 
active in forwarding the airport ex- 
pansion program, for which a $4,- 
500,000 bond issued was approved 
by the voters Aug. 4. Director of 
‘Public Utilities Max H. Doyne is 
chairman of the commission, 

Horner & Shifrin, consulting en- 
gineers, submitted their report to 
the Airport Commission and the 

/8t. Louis County Court, and the 
latter body made its contents pub- 
lic yesterday afternoon. 

Seven Sites Considered. 

Seven areas were considered by 
the engineers. They found the 1815- 
acre tract bounded by the two 
rivers and Columbia Bottom road 
to be preferable on most grounds— 
cost, accessibility, airport efficien- 
cy, and relation to development of 
the surrounding area. Their second 
choice was a location along Hall's 
Ferry road, between Highway 140 
and Douglas road. 

The engineers estimated the 
cost of initial development of the 
Columbia. Bottoms site as $7,388,- 
492, and cost of its complete de- 
velopment as $10,563,810; the com- 
parative figures for the Hall’s 
Ferry site were $7,613,336 and $11,- 
049,559, 

Federal Government. help in the 
airport expansion program is part 
of the plan of city officials, No 
definite allotment of the $4,500,000 
bond issue between its two objects 
~—-improvement and enlargement of 
Lambert-St. Louis Field and ac- 
quisition of a new airport—has 
been announced by the commission. 

Travel time from Twelfth boule- 
vard and Olive street to the Co- 
lumbia Bottoms site, by existing 
highways, was estimated as 35 
minutes for 15.4 miles. The same 
estimate of time was made as to 
the Hall’s Ferry tract, distance be- 
ing 17.1 miles.

The consultants cannot 
give any consideration to such a 
psychological factor. 

“This might well be illustrated 
by the fact that if present stand- 
ardized levee construction cannot 
be relied upon, our present major 
industrial development in the East 
Side district would be a terrific 
mistake.” 

Building .of levees is a Govern- 
ment enterprise, the report says, 
and “undoubtedly no funds would 
be allotted to this project during 
the duration of the war, but there 
would be every probability that 
funds would be made available un- 
der the post-war program.

Bears Face 


All-Stars 


Tomorrow 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27 (AP).—The 
annual contest between the College 
All-Stars and the professional 
champions always has been foot- 
ball’s dream game, but it took a 
war to make it a financial master- 
piece. | 

Tomorrow’s ninth staging of the 
extravaganza in Soldier Field will 
net something like $160,000 to the 
War Relief funds, the largest sum 
raised by any sports event since 
Pearl Harbor. 

Of this, $111,600 was stowed away 
in the till: without a ticket being 
sold, that amount being raised by 
donations of $100 each from sports- 
minded and patriotic citizens who 
received in turn a compljmentary 
seat in a special section on the 
50 yard line—commonly known now 
as “century row.” 

That total was turned over yes- 
terday to the Army Emergency Re- 
lief fund. After tomorrow night’s 
game the net proceeds from an 
attendance of 101,000 spectators will 
be divided equally between the 
Army and Navy relief organiza- 
tions. It is expected to total more 
than $50,000. 

The All-Stars were reminded 
forcefully last night of the part 
they are playing in giving a boost 
to war relief when they held their 
first and only workout in Soldier 
Field. The 1116 special seats in 
Century Row reflected a red leath- 
er glow among the thousands of 
ordinary bleachers which will hold 
the fans who paid a mere $1.10 to 
$4.40 apiece to sit in on the Zuppke 
vs. Halas brain show. 

Bob Zuppke, the stormy little 
Dutchman of University of Illinois 
fame, has been wise-cracking and 
strutting ever since the All-Stars 
reported Aug. 8. But last night he 
was tense and all business—a sure 
sign he has fully accepted the chal- 
lenge to beat the Chicago Bears, 
1941 National Football League 
champions coached by George 
Halas.

ITH the tide slowly beginning to turn against the Japanese 
in the South Pacific and Southwest Pacific zones, the problem 


; of how to divide the weight of American preparations for 
long-term struggle in the Atlantic and Pacific areas is more than 


ever coming to fore. 


In the Atlantic, American strategists, headed by President Roose 
velt, foresaw the present bitter match of German versus British- 
American sea forces and’ prepared for it with a chain of bases 
stretching from Newfoundland to the Caribbean and from Trinidad 


Beforé war was even declared, 
Bermuda, for example, was a base 
for American flying patrols, With 
the Atlantic bases treaty as its for- 
mal embodiment, the American- 
planned system of Atlantic defense 
was already under way. 

Now, as the Navy and Marines 
consolidate positions in the British 
Solomons and meet the Japanese 
counterattack, the contrasting pic- 
ture begins to unfold itself. Here 
there is no skeleton of an agree- 
ment nor any over-all plan which 
sketches the American position. In 
the Atlantic, 99-year leases on Brit- 
ish bases point the way to Ameri- 
can guardianship of the Atlantic 
and Caribbean seaways for at least 
a century. The-Navy-in-the-making, 
vaster than any yet known on the 
earth, will be the trustee of the 
Atlantic seaways. 

Basis Unclarified. 

In the Pacific, however, where 
it is évident that the Navy will 
have the even more forbmidable 
task of keeping the Japanese na- 
‘vies of the future in control, Amer- 
ica’s belligerent commitments re- 
main greater and even more com- 
plicated than those in the Atlantic. 
However, the political basis on 
which these lengthy and expensive 
commitments are to be discharged 
remains latent and unclarified. 

Everywhere, from New Zealand, 
northward through the various 
islands, the Americans are building 
Pacific bastions of the future. The 
American hope is that they will be 
sounder than the Hongkongs and 
Singapores and Soerabajas and 
Amboinas of the past. But they 
are being built—unlike those in the 
Atlantic—without any = specific 
working agreement stating, sug- 
gesting or delimiting their future 
extent.

Nowhere is it suggested that Amer- 
ica is merely a visitor to Pacific 
waters as it was to the European 
theater in the last war. Not alone 
the Australians and the Dutch, but 
also the British, are unmistakably 
counting on the United States re- 
maining a full-time participant in 
the Western Pacific as today it is 
the only large-scale power here 
meeting Japan on the seas. 

This point of contrast between 
the Atlantic and Pacific zones im- 
presses itself even more forcibly. 
Ever preparation has been made 
for permanent exercise of power in 
Atlantic permanent bases, with all 
that means in long-term planning. 
But in the Pacific, as some com- 
mentators are beginning to ob- 
serve, this matter is being allowed 
—due principally to pressure of 
events—to pass by default, 
Bases Already Lost. , 

In the Pacific, it is true that 
the Allies are no longer in a posi- 
tion to offer the United States 
anything like the leisurely oppor- 
tunity for war preparations which 
could be undertaken in the At- 
lantic. The principal bases neces- 
sary for maintenance of peace in 
the Pacific and to control Japan 
have already been lost. America 
is here beginning at the bottom of 
the ladder of rescue and attempt- 
ing to climb up. The Philippines,

‘CHICAGO, Aug. 27,—In the 
brand new Melrose Park plant of 
the Buick Motors Division of the 
‘General Motors Corporation, Pratt 
and Whitney aviation engines for 
the great B-24 and. Hudson bomb- 
ers are rolling. off the assembly 
line. Designed to manufacture air- 
craft engines by automotive pro- 
duction-line methods, this gargan- 
tuan engine-assembly plant is one 
of the most completely modern yet 
constructed, . 

Under a single roof covering 
many acres, women work side by 
side with the men in the race to 
keep the plant schedules set out by 
the Army Air Forces. These wom- 
en operate many of the machines 
that are the secret of quantity pro- 
duction. They test the hardness of 
the metal in piston rings; they 
check cylinder dimensions; they 
perform innumerable other jobs. 

In the production line down 
which 14-cylinder, 1200-horsepower 
engines roll with almost unbeliev- 
able speed, about 9 per cent of all 
employes are women, but Buick 
executives say it is conceivable 
that the time will come when wom- 
en will do 50 per cent of the work 
in the plant. 

“The manpower situation and 
the acceleration of production will 
govern the increase in the percen- 
tage of women employed,” said

An idea of the extent to which 


‘women are contributing to the, war 
effort is afforded by the estimate 
that 5,500,000 women are employed 
full time in factories and offices 
and 2,000,000 women are working 
part time in industry and at home- 
making the rest of the time. War 
industries are benefiting greatly 
from this part time labor and it is} 
being increased. 

Seventy-five per cent ef the 
workers in certain factories I vis- 
ited are women, 40 to 50 per cent 
are women in other factories. One 
plant making big guns, tanks and 
shells had 30 per cent woman 
workers. 

Wages are high by British pre- 
war and Army standards but when 
income taxes and wartime living 
costs are considered, the balance 
left to most workers, except dock- 
ers and certain highly skilled 
mechanics working much overtime, 
is not as great as a layman 
imagines. The average wage for 
16 major groups of industries is 
$20 weekly, of which $4 is deducted 
for income tax for a single person, 
and which is the highest sum a 
married person with two children 
can earn’ without paying a tax. 
Many men and women are work- 
ing hard for $12 to $16 a week. 
Some of them have contributed 
generously to buy Spitfires, as wel 
as to Russian relief. 


All classes are putting their 
shoulders to the wheél regardless of 
boredom with a particular task, of 
fatigue arising out of prolonged 
preoccupation and abnormal re- 
sponsibilities. It is a contribution 
worthy of the admiration of such 
comparative newcomers to the war 
effort as ourselves. 


Shirking Assailed. 

The picture would not be com- 
plete, however, without mention 
that the London Times and other 
journals have recently criticised 
what they say is shirking by two 
important groups of workers — 
Liverpool dock workers and miners. 
The visiting foreigner cannot eval- 
uate such criticisms but the de 
crease in coal production caused 
union leaders to appeal to their 
men to increase output, work more 
regularly and avoid unnecéssary 
stoppages, which affect the whole 
war effort.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 27 (AP).— 
New archeological finds including 
a pyramid, a fortress and parts of 
a statue 18 feet high, all dating 


enth to Eleventh centuries, were 
announced yesterday by the Na- 
tional Institute of Anthropology 
and History. 

The treasures were unearthed 
near Tula, 50 miles from Mexico 
City, where the Toltec civilization 
flourished. 

Stone figures of animals and 
other sculpture work still in a good 
State of preservation adorn the 
fundation of the pyramid, and the 
square-faced head of the huge 
statue, topped by a large stone 
crown, is intact, 

Tula was the metropolis of the 
Toltec civilization. The Toltecs

“Tt would be highly unrealistic 


to expect maximum production 


from workers who, in all equity, 
were entitled to a back pay adjust- 
ment which was denied to them on 
purely legalistic. grounds of form 
and not of substance,” he ‘added.

I: my record of injuries due to playing football in the season 


of 1941, which I tabulate below, I omit such minor things as 


bloody nose, black and blue eyes, sprains, back wrenches, 
euts, bruises, being knocked unconscious, charley horse, etc. 


To get into this list you have to 


break a bone or rupture a spleen, 
or be paralyzed, or something real- 
ly noteworthy. In all, I have a 
total of 3893 injuries of this kind, 
of which 1067 occurred in college 
players, 2426 in high school play- 
ers, 259 on sandlots, 25 in grade 
school and 114 miscellaneous. Note 
onee more the preponderance of 
high school injuries, which sup- 
ports my contention that boys of . 
_ high school age are not physically 
JB matured enough to stand the gaff, 
. at least until they are seniors.

OMETIMES people (usually 

men and small children) who 

don’t like salad dressing, or 
won't eat it often enough to learn 
to like it, can be tempted into a 
surrender by a dressing which is 
different in both flavor and con- 
sistency. The objection is usually 
to the “oiliness,” and a French 
dressing which remains emulsified 
is much more likely to find favor 
than one which quickly separates; 
one which has a pronounced fruit 
flavor is sure to be better liked 
than one in which the oil can be 
tasted. Such a dressing is this 
honey lime salad dressing, which 
is delicious enough to eat by itself, 
and so doubly delicious with a fruit 
salad that any fresh fruit salad 
dressed with it makes a grand 
hot weather dessert. . 


Honey Lime Salad Dressing. 

One-third cup freshly squeezed 
lime juice, one-third cup strained 
honey, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
one cup salad oil, one-half teaspoon 
paprika, three-fourths teaspoon 
prepared mustard, one-half tea- 
spoon seasoning salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon grated lime rind. 

Combine all. ingredients in a 
mixing bowl and beat thoroughly 
with a rotary egg beater. Let chill 
thoroughly before serving with any 
fresh or canned fruit salad. The 
mixture will remain emulsified for 
several hours without needing to 
be beaten or shaken up. Makes 
one and one-third cups.

Using advertising matter, book- 
lets of all kinds, for creating pic- 
tures making models, is another 
form of the wishing game. If «a 
child thinks he. wants a farm, let 
him make one out of the pages of 
the farm catalogues, flower cata- 
logues and farm magazines. 

The child who makes such @ 
farm with its outbuildings, ¢gquip- 
ment, animals, fields and storage 
will do himself a great service. 
He gains skill in the use of his 
hands, and the small tools he 
uses; he learns the names of things 
used on the farm; the kinds of 
machinery, its uses, its care and 
its cost.

MAKING A STORY book out of 
pictures cut from advertisements 
and catalogues is a fine project for 
a younger child, preferably one 
past the kindergarten stage.

Fried Chicken 
Disjoint chicken, being careful to 
leave the skin belonging to each 
piece attached to that piece. Coat 
with flour, or not, as desired. Heat 
enough fat in a heavy skillet to 
give the depth of three-fourths to 
one inch; use any cooking fat, or 
use part butter. Put the meaty 
pieces in first, in the hottest part 
of the pan. Avoid crowding pieces 
if a crusty coating is desired. If 
two chickens are being cooked, two 
skillets should be used, with all the 
meaty pieces in one and the less 

meaty ones in the other. 
Brown the chicken in the hot fat 
for about 10 minutes, then reduce

The word “slapstick” came, 
of course, from ancient jesters, cir- 
cus clowns and burlesque comedi- 
ans. The original slapstick was 
two boards fastened together at one 
end and separated at the other so 
that when a comic was whopped 
across certain portions of his 
anatomy, one stick cracked loudly 
against the other, creating a din 
that sounded mighty painful. 


So, let’s see about this slapstick 
business in Hollywood today, tak- 
ing a roving tour of the sets to 
check up on the physical results 
of a flock of funny ideas. 

In “Star Spangled Rhythm,” a 
movie musical boasting the pres- 
ence of every star and featured 
player on the Paramount payroll 
(totaling something like 60), the 
violence starts early.

‘ment seeps slowly but surely into 


our own national life. 

Therein lies the greatness of the 
book and of Ishbel Ross’ superb 
and subtle handling.

Most of us don’t realize it yet. We 
think our main problem is to win 
the war; we do not see that the

We will fight against change or 
slough away in futile grief and 
reminiscing.
